
Committee appointed to find new UTM mascot, logo

Members of the committee to find 
a new mascot and logo for UTM 
were announced Tuesday and plan to 
meet for the first time before the end 
of the semester with the goal of 
choosing a new mascot by April. 

The committee, appointed by Ath¬ 
letics Director Benny Hollis and 
Chancellor Margaret Percy, will work 
with a yet-chosen public relations/ 
marketing firm to come up with ideas 


for a new mascotund logo and then 
narrow them down to a select list that 
will be put to student vote. 

Members of the new committee 
and their constituents include: Hollis 
and Sports Information Director Lee 
Wilmot, athletics; Director of Uni- 
versity**Hclations Bud Grimes and 
Assistant Vice Chancellor for Alumni 
Affairs Bob Carroll, administration; 
Associate Professor of Theatre Doug 
Cook and Associate Professor of 
Educational Studies Barbara Gre¬ 
gory, Faculty Senate; President Art 


Sparks and member Nancy Overton, 
Pacer Club; President Cherie 



Gillespie and Vice President James 
Alexander; SGA; Alumni Council 


President Joe Brasher and Alumni 
Council Vice President Bill Hoy. 
alumni; and football player Deway ne 
HarpeF and volleyball player Traci 
Tisch, student/athletes 
Grimes and Hollis will serve as co- 
chairs of the committee. 

Their process will be much more 
meticulous than the one used to 
change the UTM mascot from baby 
vols to pacers in 1071, Grimes said. 

According to the Feb. 17. 1971, 
edition of The Volette, the UTM 
campus newspaper at the time, a

Gillespie said the student who is 
appoi nted to the office of vice presi - 
dent, which is being vacated be¬ 
cause James Alexander is graduat¬ 
ing this semester, will probably be 
filled by someone who is already on 
Cabinet. § 

“The vice president office needs 
to be filled by someone who is 
already on Cabinet because we need 
someone familiar with the office 
and how Cabinet works because 
they will be taking over in the middle 
of the term," Gillespie said. 

If someone who is already on 
Cabinet is promoted to vice presi¬ 
dent, his/her formcroffice will need 
to be filled by another student, pos¬ 
sibly from outside SGA. Gillespie 
said.

only a few applications for Arts and 
Sciences rep. 

“This is a good opportunity for 
students lb get involved in SGA, and 
I really want them to apply for these 
positions," Gillespie said. 


Three students - 
needed for SAC 
subcommittee 
chair positions

The Student Activities Council, 
a new student organization devel¬ 
oped this semester by SGA and 
UTM administrators to improve 
campus entertainment, is still seek¬ 
ing students to serve as chairs of 
three subcommittees. 

To apply for the positions, stu¬ 
dents must have a faculty 
member's recommendation and 
fill out a chairperson application, 
available at the SGA ofTice on the 
second floor of the UC. 

So far, no applications have been 
turned in for chairs of three SAC 
subcommittees: Arts, Travel & 
Recreation, and Publicity, said 
James Alexander, vice president 
of SGA and chair of the SAC. 
Subcommittee chairs will receive 
a stipend of $75 per semester, 
Alexander said. 

The applicants will be chosen 
by Alexander; David Belote. di¬ 
rector of Campus Rec.; and Rich¬ 
ard Schoeberl, assistant director 
bf Campus Rec. Alexander said 
they are seeking applicants “who 
are willing to plan and work and 
have an open mind about what 
entertainment students want."' 

The SAC is also seeking stu-

Student banned 
from campus 
for allegedly 
threatening to 
shoot prof essoin

A UTM .student is banned from all 
university property after witnesses 
told UTM Police last week he brought 
a pistol to Dr. David Gibson's Psy¬ 
chology class earlier in the semester 
and indicated to classmates he would 
use it against the professor. 

According to UTM Police reports. 
Curtis Black, 24, a senior Psychol¬ 
ogy major from Landsdafe. Pa., will 
be charged with criminal trespassing 
if he returns to university property. 

Black doesn't face charges from 
the alleged incident because officers 
did not find him in possession of the 
weapon on campus, Dirpctor of Pub¬ 
lic Safety Ted Council said. 

Black reportedly told UTM Police 
in a* Nov. 7 statement that he did 
bring a 9mm semi-automatic pistol 
into the classroom in September for 
protection and did “make an idle 
verbaUhreat against Gibson after a 
particularly trying class session." 

Black told officers he never in¬ 
tended to harm Gibson and has no 
intention of having any future con¬ 
tact with him. 

He said that “by verbalizing my 
frustrations, it helps to relieve them." 
according to reports 

Black turned over the pistol he 
said he brought to class to UTM 
Police The department will keep 
custody of the weapon until it re-

Professor offers 
historical 
mascot choice 

Dear Editor, 

In response to the recent sugges¬ 
tion regarding a change of mascot, I 
would like to throw the following 
ideas into the arena. 

First of all, I agree with the sugges¬ 
tion. I never could identify with a 
horse that was hobbled and forced to 
move in an unnatural way. Nor can I 
understand how a couple of bird 
figures named Pacer Pete and Pacer 
Polly relate to the horse mascot. 
Seeing no compelling reason to as¬ 
sociate the pacer image with UTM. I 
offer the following for consideration. 
Instead of the pacers, how about the 
frontiersmen? Then, wecouldhavea 
mascot figure resembling Davy 
Crockett, and the slogan "Conquer¬ 
ing New Frontiers" instead of "The 
Campus That Cares." 

Martin still stands on the rural 


frontier of the state, and southwest 
Weakley County was the place Where 
David Crockett settled in 1822 and 
was part of the district that he repre¬ 
sented as a congressman. (In 1837, 
Ujat comer of the county was sepa¬ 
rated from Weakley County, and 
Davy Crockett’s homestead is now 
in Gibson County near Rutherford). 

The name frontiersman recalls this 
local history, and the slogan "Con¬ 
quering New Frontiers’’ issues an 
intellectual challenge toour students 
and faculty who are exploring new 
frontiers in their education. * 

If this name, mascot and slogan 
are already being used by some other 
campus, I am unaware of it. To me. 
th£y seem appropriate for UTM.

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Playing games in computer labs may 
hinder computer’s academic use

The “no game-playing” policy in 
the student computer laboratories is 
once again being violated. 

“The problem is not the game- 
playing or chatting; it is a matter of 
priorities on the use of the equip¬ 
ment." Dr. Olha Britton, director of 
the computer center, said. 

The university is budgeted when it 
comes to purchasing and maintain¬ 
ing laboratory equipment. What is 
not paid for by the state, taxpayer 
dollars, is made up for by tuition and 


fees. Those funds from the state are 
not to be used for recreational pur¬ 
poses. 

Problems arise when computers 
arc busy because of students playing 
Internet games and using the chat 
system. This prevents those who need 
the computers for academic reasons 
from usage* 

Because of limited resources, no 
game-playing or electronic chatting 
whatsoever is allowed in the labs. 

If this situation does not improve, 
disciplinary action will be taken. 
Britton said. 

“We are asking that our students 


cooperate in this matter and abide by 
our policy of not allowing game- 
playing or electronic chatting on labo¬ 
ratory equipment,” Britton said. 

“It doesn't make anyone, student 
or staff, happy when we arc forced to 
turn students in for disciplinary ac¬ 
tion, but this is what we must do if 
our limited academic resources arc 
not used for their intended purpose.” 

If there is substantial interest 
among students to have terminals for 
recreational purposes, this issue 
needs to be brought to the attention 
of the Office of Student Affairs, 
Britton said.

General Sessions Court in Dresden 
issued a r estraining order against 
Black on N»>\ 9 to stay out of contact 
with Gibson and his family. 

Investigation of the alleged inci¬ 
dent begun when UTM Police re¬ 
ceived a complaint on Nov. f> fr6m a 
source who alledgedly had heard 
that Black had been making threats 
to harm Gibson. 

UTM.Police also received state¬ 
ments from two witnesses who were 
classmates of Black’s, one of whom 
said Black once showed a pistol in¬ 


side his hook hag while in Gibson's 
class som 9 timc in early September. 
The classmate said Black indicated 
he would "take carc"of Gibson some¬ 
day. but the . ;assmatc did not report 
it for fear that Black would retaliate, 
according to reports. 

In his.statement. Black told UTM 
Police he thought Gibson was unfair 
and intimidating in class and that he 
did not like him. 

Black was ordered to move off 
campus on Nov. 9. according to re¬ 
ports. at which time he told a UTM 
Police officer that he would not re¬ 
turn to campus without permission 
of Associate V ice Chancellor of Stu¬ 
dent Affairs Ann Duncan. 


$261K grant will fund pilot 
program through UTM

The Department of Human Envi¬ 
ronmental Sciences has received a 
$261,000 grant to fund a Healthy 
Start Pilot Site through UTM. 

The Pilot Program is designed to 
empower first-time parents in North¬ 
west Tennessee to better meet the 
needs of their young children. 

Another goal of the program is to 
develop a lasting relationship be¬ 
tween staff and families as early as 
possible and to be available as needed 
to help parents access resources and 
manage the stress of child rearing. 

The program will provide first- 
time parents with significant parent 
training, involving home visitation 
by family support workers, assis¬ 
tance in improving family functibns 
and providing information regard¬ 
ing parenting skills. 

The program will be divided into 
four phases: Initial, Ongoing, Final 
and Fojlow-up. These phases will 
include emphasis on determining 
specific needs and goals of each 
family, parents providing a safe, 
developmental^ appropriate envi¬ 
ronment, improving parent-child in¬ 
teraction and educating about the 
importance of childhood immuniza¬ 
tion. 

"We provide the least amount of 
training in the area that is most im¬ 
portant to us - that is our family and 
children." said Sharon Wenz, co- 
principal investigator for the grant. 

Wenz also said that people arc 
\_e*p«cted to know how to be good 
parents automatically. The pilot pro¬ 
gram wants to give parents the sup¬ 
port to develop the important skills

needed in raising a family, Wenz 
said. 

The program will serve Weakley 
and surrounding counties of Carrqjl, 
Henry, Obion and Gibson. 

It is estimated that the pilot pro¬ 
gram will provide support, educa¬ 
tion and crisis intervention services 
to more than 300 families during its 
first three years. 

“Lots of support is available in the 
community (for families). We want 
to make them aware of these ser¬ 
vices," said Dr. Martha Herndon, co- 
principai investigator for the grant. 

Herndon also said that the pilot 
program wants to see that all chil¬ 
dren have a good, healthy start. 

Staff training for the program is 
planned to begin in January. 

Those involved in the pilot pro¬ 
gram say they strongly believe that 
many families can benefit substan¬ 
tially from the advice and support of 
family, friends and professionals.

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BSA speaker stresses 
the importance of self 
respect and education

Introduced us inspirational, dy¬ 
namic and motivational, actor 
Giancorlo Esposito lectured to stu¬ 
dents, faculty and the community 
Nov. 14 on "Self Respect and Earn¬ 
ing Respect from Others." 

Sponsored by the Black Student 
Association. Esposito was chosen 
because he supported the 1994-95 
BSA' s plat form to promote sel f worth 
and self respect, said President 
Donald Dyer. 

Esposito has starred in movies such 
as "School Daze," “Do the Right 
Thing" and "Mo Better Blues," 

"Malcolm X” and "Bob Roberts." 

He received the 1981 Obie and 
Theatre World Award for his work in 
"Zooman and the'Sign.” 

Esposito has not only made his 
mark in the world as an actor, but has 
made an impact on this campus as 
well. 

"I've seen him act. but I have 
never heard him speak. I was shocked 
because meeting him on a personal 
level. I found that he’s u quiet man. 

I didn’t expect such a powerful force 
and delivery. Those who didn’tcome 
definitely missed a treat," said Dyer, 
a junior Biology/Pre-Med major from 
Memphis. 

“The only route today is through 
education," Esposito said. 

With this in mind, he shared his 
personal background to emphasize 
that now is the time to jeopen our 
minds. 

Esposito was born in Copenhagen. 

Denmark. Half Italian and half black. 

Esposito said he. was not taught the 
politics of hate and racism until com¬ 
ing to America. He struggled to learn 
his identity and chose acting as an 
escape from reality. 

Today, Esposito realizes he is a 
role model and chooses his acting 
roles carefully. He said he no longer 
plays the pimps, thieves, wife-beat¬ 
ers or drug dealers unless they get 
what they deserve. 

^E sjosito^aid ^ ( 
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talent, and he now pursues it with a 
passion. 

"I know who I am. I am the source 
of my experiences. I am the sum of 
my spirituality. I am the sum of my 
education. I will share myself be¬ 
cause I am my heart and I am rhy 
passion," he said. 

He encouraged the audience to 
pursue their talents with a passion 
and share them. 

"It takes courage to be who you 
really arc." 

Esposito stressed the importance 
jpf an education and earning more 
tramonc degree. 

"Education will take you every 
place you need to go in life - from 
this room to president of NBC. If you 
half-step in college, you are half¬ 
stepping your life.” 

He reminded students that if one 
slides in academics, we all slide. 

"Where is the character within the 
GPA? It’s about the T and *mc.‘ We 
forgot about the ‘we’ and the *us *" 
Esposito asked. 

Helping each other is simpl) an¬ 
other form of respect for others as 
well as oneself, he said. 

“Only respect for yourself will get 
you through this life. Learn to love 
yourselves first," he said. 

“The world is changing and we 
can be a part of it or this change can 
pass us by. Refuse to be half of who 
you can be." 

Esposito stresses the importance 
of individuality, and said, “You each 
have ability and talent. You need to 
search it out and focus on it." 

During the question-and-answer 
session following the lecture. 
Esposito encouraged students to 
share their African-American heri¬ 
tage. 

“You need to leave a legacy. In¬ 
vite Caucasians and Japanese to BSA 
functions so they will know and learn 
who you are." 

Students felt the impact of 
Esposito's powerful message. 

“I felt the speaker was very moti¬ 
vational, and his speaking inspired 
me to be a better person and respect

helped our African-American people 
to better understand whp we are and 
who we should be in the future," said 
Deadra Stubblefield, a sophomore

“Mr. Esposito presented some very 
thought-provoking ideas. He was 
moti vating. but I was disappointed at 
the low student turn out/’ said Frank 
Stcvcpson, a sophomore Political 
Science major from Nashville. 

Dr. Ann Duncan. Associate Vice 
Chancellor of Student Affairs.

Football team grounds out win

The Pacer offense often looked 
unimpressive Saturday, but UTM 
used three big plays and a solid 
defensive performance to defeat 
winless Morehead State, 21-7, at 
Pacer Stadium. 

With the win, UTM improves to 
5-5 overall and 2-5 in the OVC. The 
Pacers will host Austin Peay Satur¬ 
day for sixth place in the OVC. 

UTM scored on its first posses¬ 
sion when Deumaine Reeder re¬ 
covered a Charles Gamble fumble 
in the endzone. Gamble had carried 
the ball 27 yards before being hit at 
the goal line. 

The Eagles responded with an 
11 -play, 80-yard drive for theironly 
score of the contest. Tailback Loren 
Williams capped the drive with a 9- 
yard TD run. Brian Nurick’s PAT 
tied the game at 7-7 with 2:19 left in 


the first quarter. 

James Brown gave UTM the lead 
for good ori the ensuing kickoff, 
returning the ball 78 yards for a 
touchdown. Matt Young’s second 
extra point gave the Pacers a 14-7 
lead that would last until halftime. 

Neither team could convert on 
drives through the remainder of the 
contest except for Jason Johnson, 
who broke through a blitzing Eagle 
defense for an 81 -yard touchdown 
run on the last play of the third 
quarter to make the margin 21-7. 

Johnson finished with 125 yards 
on 12 carries to earn OVC New¬ 
comer of the Week honors. 

The Pacers ground out a season- 
high 302 yards on the ground in the 
game, but the UTM quarterbacks 
accounted for only 22 yards through 
the air. 

The Eagles gave Dewayne Harper 
little chance to break loose on a punt 
return, quick-kicking twice. How¬ 


ever, Harper did get one of UTM’s 
three interceptions, along with 
Preston Jones and Chris Jones. 

No one was more frustrated at the 
unimpressive showing than Pacer 
coach Don McLeary. 

“It was not a pretty win,” McLeary 
said. “I hope the team was saving its 
emotion for next week, but I don't 
know why they would do that.” 

Though noting that UTM has been 
hampered by injuries, McLeary is 
baffled at the Pacers’ lack of offen¬ 
sive consistency. 

“I don't know what to do about 
it," McLeary said. “However, this 
should be an emotional week for 
our seniors. We will do whatever it 
takes to finish 6-5." 

After registering 13 and 12 tack¬ 
les, respectively, linebackers Brain 
Spano and Carlton Sisco will lead 
the defense against Austin Peay’s 
wishbone offense, which the Pacers 
have not faced this year. 


OVC may add Western Kentucky

UTM may no longer be the rookie 
of the OVC if a plan proposed by 
conference officials is approved. 

The proposal, if approved, will 
drop Morehead State from foot¬ 
ball competition and add Western 
Kentucky for the 1996 season. The 
change was proposed Nov. 8 at a 
preliminary meeting of OVC ath¬ 
letic directors in Bowling Green. 

“There is a strong interest among 
the athletic directors irrWcstcm," 
said UTM Athletic Director Benny 
Hollis. “We have heard all the 
arguments, and many of the direc¬ 
tors are in favor of the change.” 

Morehead State is slated to com¬ 
pete in OVC football next year and 


drop to Division III (non-scholar¬ 
ship) football in 1996, Hollis said. 

Western has been seeking foot¬ 
ball-only membership in the OVC 
for the last couple of years. WKU 
left the OVC in 1982 and joined the 
non-football Sun Belt Conference. 

Pacer football coach Don 
McLeary welcomes the Hilltoppers 
but feels that Western shouldn’t be 
able to join only in football. 

“They are a natural fit," McLeary 
said. “They play good football - 
and basketball. But that’s just it; 
they should have to become full 
members like the rest of us.” 

However, McLeary acknowl¬ 
edges the fact that the OVC’s auto¬ 
matic playoff bid might be affected 
if a complete change were made. 

Except for men's basketball. 


WKU would like to be full OVC 
members, Hollis said. For now. it 
appears that football will be the 
only sport affected. 

Hollis cited the closerproximity 
of Western to UTM and the 
Hilltoppers' fan support as posi¬ 
tive aspects of the change. 

“I think (WKU) is a better at¬ 
traction for fans," Hollis said. “It 
will be easier for us to develop a 
rivalry with (the Hilltoppers)." 

Though last week’s meeting was 
only a preliminary discussion, the 
conference athletic directors and 
faculty representatives will make 
a proposal to the school pvesidents 
Dec. 16 in Nashville. 

A formal decision by the presi¬ 
dents of OVC schools may be made 
as early as January, Hollis said.

Pacer basketball team gets 
win over Spirit Express

The UTM men s basketball team 
gave a handful of fans an optimistic 
first impression of the 1994-95 squad 
by defeating Spirit Express, 81-69, 
last Thursday. 

A crowd of 1,081 in attendance at 
Elam Center (formerly Pacer Arena) 
witnessed the Pacers capture the 
win in their first exhibition contest, 
with Dcmarko Wright leading the 
way with 23 points, followed by 
Dewayne “Pooh” Powell with 17 
points. 

Spirit Express (7-3), which was 
coming off a win at Della State, was 
led by 16 points from former Texas 
Tech guard Todd Duncan, who 
nailed four three-pointers. 

UTM shot 51 percent from the 
field and nearly 40 percent from 
three-point range as it led by as 
many as 10 points in the first half. 
The Pacers were also a perfect 3- 
for-3 from the charity stripe in the 
opening half. 

Leading 26-16 with seven min¬ 
utes left in the first half, UTM lost 
its momentum, and Spirit Express 
capitalized by making an impres¬ 
sive run to go ahead. 33-32, with 27 
seconds remaining in the half. Spirit 
Express added another basket and 
led UTM, 35-32, at the break. 


After a half of poor rebounding, 
UTM began the second half of play 
crashing the boards and making an 
early run at the Express. With 16:27 
remaining, the Pacers went ahead. 
40-39, off an uncontested dunk by 
juniorcolIegetransferMichacIHart. 
UTM would not trail again. 

UTM again increased its lead into 
double digits as Spirit Express lost 
its momentum and struggled the 
rest of the way. 

Powell added to UTM’s damage 

burying his first three-pointer of 
the game, and freshman Robin Cude 
followed with a trey of his own. 

UTM look its biggest lead of the 
game, 77-61, with 1:03 remaining 
on a break-away layup by Cude. 
Freshman guard Damon Douglas 
put the icing on the cake with an 
alley-oop layup from Powell as the 
Pacers held on for an impressive 81 - 
69 victory. 

Other players contributing to 
UTM’s win were Gregor Bojovic 
with 7 points; Chris Busyn and B.J. 
Nelson with 6 points each; Ryan 
Burge, 4; and Vinnie Sherrod, 3. 

UTM plays its final exhibition 
game tonight against a tough 
Spartak-Russian National team be¬ 
fore traveling to play fourth-ranked 
Kentucky during Thanksgiving 
weekend.
